THE WAV TO CJKT INTO EITHER AN- 
NAl'Or.IS OR WEST POtNT — WHAT 
A YOUNG MAN Wll^t. HAVE TO DO 
TO SECnTRE AN APPOINTMENT — THE 
QUALIFICATIONS HE MUST HAVE 
AND THE TRIALS THAT ICNCOT^NTI'^R 
HIM. 

As a result of the war with Spain 
American youths are moi-e than 
anxious to enter the Annapolis and 
West Point Academies — the former 
the army and the latter the navy 
training school of the government. 
Knowledsre about the manner' of 
securing an appointment lo eiilier 
isthei'efore In cori-espondiirgly gi-eat 
demand. Information which gives 
it in eoiu'ise form, togeth«'r with an 
outline of the dail.y routiue that 
students have to puisue, the naluie 
of the studies pursued, the pa.v 
provided, and othcrfacis well worrli 
the readlrrg, is consequently of 
g<Mreral public intei'est. A small 
book which has just been issuwl b.y 
S. A. Nelson, of New York 
furnishes It. 

Thei'c aiv sevei'al ways of secirr- 
Ing admission to the acadeirry and 
of becoming a cadet there, none of 
which Is easy, writes the author, 
but if the aspir-ant for iraval honors 
be an ambitious and deternrined 
youth, biu'kcd by a good, Ihoiough 
knowledge of certain elemental, y 
subjects, to be enumerated later, 
he will doubtless succeed. 

Every congi'esslonal district in 
the United States is entitled to one 
cadet representative at Aniiajrolis, 
to be chosen and r-ecom mended to 
the pr-eslderit by the congi-essman 
of that district. Hesidcs those 
chosen irr this way, the presideiii 
has the right to choose ten cadets- 
at-large. who usually ai-e the sons 
of army or naval officer's, who 
would be unable to secur-e any 
appt>intment8 in the usual wa.y, by 
reason of having no fixed residence 
in a congressional district. 

Hy writing to the Secretary of 
the iravy depar'tnient at Washing- 
ton, the aspirant for naval honors 
can ascertain when there is likely 
to be a vacnacy at the academy io 
be filled by the congressman of his 
district. '^Vt him then work gr-a- 
(brally toward the fulllllmeirt of his 
ambition by exerting the political 
irrttuence that he and his friends 
ma.v have. 

If thecougi'essmari cannot be' in- 
duced loappoiut him as "allernare," 
in wliich case he takes the r'cquii'ed 
errlr'auce examinations at the same 
time with the other appointee who 
Is kirown as the " prlrrcipal." 

Should the latter fall and the 
former pass, he who passes will be 
admitted as a cadet. 

Should both pa.ss, the " principal" 
Isadrrritted and Die " alter-iiMie'" is 
rejected. 

Ver'y often the corigressnrarr.lieing 
pres.seil loo hard by friends with 
strong claims, thr-ows open the 
selection to a competitive examina- 
tion, in which case any boy of pro- 
per age, in the district, is permitted 
to comiwte. 

Hefore going to the ti-ouble lo 
s»\cui'e the api>oint merit, the boy 
should be sure Hurt he possesses all 
of the necessar-y r-equir*ement8. 

The age of admission is changed 
from time to time, but the average 
age required Is from 15 to 20. 

The candidate must be able to 
pass a rigid physical examination 
at the hands of a special lioard of 
naval sur-geons who test thor-oughly 
the eyes, heart and lungs, in addi- 
tion to the regirlar tests usurrlly re- 
quir-ed of governrrrent airpoiutees. 

Ther'c are two limes each year 
when a cairdldale may be examined 
for adnrisslon — in May and in Sep- 
tember. At the latter time, the 
gi-<>ater part of the class is generally 
admitted. 

Those cadets who enter In May 
find wallirrg them, duties anything 
but i>leasant. About the 5th of 
June each year, the rnemlHM's of the 
first, third aird four-th classes enr- 
bark on the academy pi'actice ship 
for a cruise of three months. This 
is not a very pleasant outing for a 
new "plebes, " as the.v ar-e com- 
pelled to submit to hazing of various 
kinds, and to do the bidding of 
ewry upper classman who cares to 
risk the severe punlshluent meted 
out to the hazer If caught. 

The St>ptemb(>r " plebe" enters a 
little after the time that his irew 
classmati>s have retiiiiii>il ri-mii iIh' 



cruise, and corrsetjnently misses all 
the embarrassmerrts and iiK-on- 
veniences of I he same. 

After having r-eceived theappnint- 
ment, and having jiassed the en- 
trance examinations, the candidate 
I'ealiy is ou the i-oad toward his 
amliition of becoming a naval 
oflicer. 

He will not, however, remain a 
nival cadet very long unless he be 
made of the material that does not 
flinch in the face of har-d, exacting 
task mastcM's. He must also be will- 
ing to attend to the cleaning and 
arrangement of his room every day, 
>\m\ lo have it ready for regular 
morning lusiieclion by the ofticer-in- 
chai'ge. There ar-e not mor-e thair 
four or five reciiations a day for 
ertch cadet, but these are conducted 
on so thorough a plan, and are In- 
lersiHMsed wilh so many drills and 
formali(uis, that the cadet has very 
few minutes to devote to his <i\vn 
personal comfort. 

At the Naval Academy a do piwit 
of ab out $-^00 is r-equired from all 
candidates lo obtain lire necessary 
outfit. This deposit Is r-equlred in 
order to pi'otect the governmeni 
shorrld the ca<iet lie i-etu'cd soon 
after admission by unforeseen cir- 
cumstances. At West Point the 
required deposit is about *100. 

Very rar-ely has it occui-r-ed that 
the government would advance Ihf 
money nect'ssar.v to purchase an 
outfit, and the parents of the 
candidates must sl.md iead\' lopay 
the I'equired deposits. If the 
candiilate is flischarged at the end 
of six monlhs, he sustains the loss 
and not lire government. All sup- 
plies are bought by the cadets at 
the academies, and civilian's dress 
is never worn by cadets. 

lluudi'eds and thousands of 
young men are looking toward 
West Point with longltrg eyes. 

They are asking themselves, 
" How can I get into the gi-cjit mili- 
tary academv on the banks of the 
Hudson?" 

Kacli congressional district, each 
lerrilory, and the District of Co- 
lumlria. Is entitled to one cadet at 
West Point. In addition the Pre- 
sident of the ITniled States is 
authoi'ized to appoint ten cadets- 
at-large. 

The chance of the averaare boy to 
become one of the ten appoiiit«>d by 
the President is small. If he gets in- 
to West Point it will likely be by 
appointment fr-trm his congressional 
distr-ict, and this will come through 
the i-epr-esentative in coiisriess fi-om 
that district. The congrv.^sman 
may select any one, provided the 
candidate selected is physically and 
rrrenlally ablelo pa.ss the examina- 
tions. Favoritism was once largely 
pTaeticed, so the best advice at that 
time would have been " make your- 
self solid with your congi-essman. " 
Now, the congre.ssmarr usually ad- 
vertises a competitive examination. 

The iir-oper method to be followed 
by the youth who Is ambitious to 
enter West Point is to send to the 
secr-elai'y of war an application, 
setting for-th the applicant's irame, 
daleof birth, present pl.rce of abode, 
with the number of the congrcvS- 
sional district in which he lives. 
This can be done at any tlirre. His 
name will iheir be placed on the rv- 
glster in the war department, aird 
whenever a vacanc.v fi'om his dis- 
trict occurs at Wot Point his name 
will be sent lo the cougressnian from 
that district as that of on whodesires 
to become a West Point cadet. 

The congressman then oalta the 
competitive examination ali-eatly 
mentioned. Two competitors who 
get the highest average pei-cculage 
iir this examliralion ar'e chosen by 
the congr-essmair as candidate arril 
alternate, and their names ai-e sent 
to the seci-etary of war for appoint- 
ment. The alteiiiate must submit 
to the examinations that tollow, the 
same as the candidate. If the can- 
didate fails to gain admission to the 
the academ.v for any r'ea.son and the 
allernate is qualified, the alternate 
Iflkes the candidate's place.

Theex- 
aminations held by this board are 
mental and physical, and are very 
rigid.

tlons, but this was so ineonvenier.t 
and expensive for candidates frour 
remote districts iliat the cirstom has 
lieen abairdcued. 

Thei'e are still examinations ,ii 
West l»oirit in .June, to fill the 
vacancies unpr-ovided for by the - 
March examinations at West Point , 
In the last week of August for such 
candidates as were prevented by 
sickness or other unavoidable 
causes fr-om taking the regirlar ex- 
aminations. 

The examination must show that 
the caudidale is fi-ee from any 
disease, drsor-der or deformity that 
might Incapacitate him for military 
service, and that he has a goo<l 
knowledge of reading and orthog- 
r-aphy, grammar, ar-ithmetlc, georg- 
r-aphy and the history of the 
United States. He must "be at least 
five feet in height, and at the time 
of admission to the academy must 
be between 17 and 29 years age 
and unmarried. Before being 
admitted he must also engage to 
serve in the United States army 
eight years unless sooner discharg- 
ed. 

Hefore going to ^Vest Point a 
caiKiidate should send to the trea- 
surer of the academy there IdOu. 
He is required to have that 
amount. His outfit of uniform will 
co.st him S90, and his expenses after 
reporting and before being admliled 
will be .rlioul §10. llis pay is 1540 
a .vear, which is suflrcient for his 
su|)port, and he Is not allowed lo 
receive money or supplies from 
parents or uuardians or any persons 
whatever while he remains at Wcsi 
Point. 

Sept. 1, I lie cadet's studies begin, 
and from that on he finds it close, 
hard work, straight lhr<mgh to the 
end. He has few privileges ; he 
cannot leave the extensive academy 
grounds, except on fui'lough, which 
he does not get until the end of his 
second year. Whenever you read 
of a West Point baseball team or 
football tieani playing a team 'from 
anoiher college, you will observe 
thai the playing is always at West 
Point, and on the aca<lemy grounds. 
It is I he case of Mahomet and the 
UKUinlain. If the other teams want 
to play against the young soldiers 
they must go lo West. Point, for the 
Wesl Pointers cannot go to them. 

At the end of four years' course 
ihe cadet receives his diploma and 
a commission as a secoird lieutenant 
in llie aiiiiy, and is sent to s«>me 
military post, perhaps out on the 
wild fr-ontier, where he begins his 
duties as a soldier of irneli> S;iin

One hun<lred gorgeous 
chambers adjoined this for the 100 
noble bi-idegroomfj, while for the 
remaining 10,000 an outer court 
was inclosed, outside of which 
tables were spread for the multi- 
twde.

round the royal throne. Of course, 
the priest could not marry this vast 
number of couples, so Alexander 
the Gnrnt devised a v^ ide 

ceremony. He gave his l, la- 

lira and kissed her— an example 
that all the bridegimMns followed. 
Thus ended the ceremony, and that 
vast number were married. Then 
followed the fe8t?ival, which lasted 
five days, the grandeur of which 
has never been e«iualed since.

WHY THE LEAGUE OF 

ELECT SURDS HELD 

NO MEETING. 



About the Fate of the Silent 
Wheelmen—Others Notes. 



Theo. I. I/OUii»liary'B address Is iOS East 
With Street, Now York City. 



The Grand Republican mass 
meetinK at Cooper Union last Sat- 
urday was one of the moHt rousing 
receptions Col. Roosevelt ever 
received; indee<l Roosevelt himself 
declared it was bigger than previous 
nice inecilinKs at that place. The 
deaf, and tliere were betwee«i 300 
and 400 of them, were (quartered in 
a place where all could see Principal 
Currier interpret, but it is likely 
many entered on the Eight street 
side instead of the Fourth Avenue, 
and were unable to get lo their 
quarters till after the meeting was 
more than half over. 

When C/ol. Roosevelt entered, at 
about eight o'clock, there was a 
Bcone the deaf can not soon forget. 
Th()\isaiids of people stood up and 
cheered and cheered lustily, and 
when it seeuu'd to deminish it was 
simply repeatiMl, tue hand helping 
in the roar, and it was fully live 
minutes before it abated suflicient- 
ly to allow Roosevelt to get off his 
speech, which, however, was in- 
ferruptod with hurrahs. 

Although, through some ovei-- 
sight, the deaf w(Me in the worst 
part of the hall, where the greater 
part could not get a glimpse of the 
speaker. I'rinipal tJurrier was, how 
ever, able to interpret the greater 
part of Col. RooH(»velt and lion. T. 
Woodruff, addresses. In the many 
accounts of this groat meeting, the 
Sun says: 

"The meeting was a sound mouey 
rally under the management of the 
John Murray Mitchell Campaign 
Committee. In the audience was a 
body of deal-mutes to whom Dr. 
Enoch Honrj- Currier, of New York 
Institution for the Instruction of 
Deaf-Mutes, interpreted what the 
speakers Hai<l. The hall was filled 
early, and under the influence of a 
military and a quartet who song: 

•'A rud-Uot laddlo, 

Ile'.s a daddy, 

Hi»'n \}n oinotod In November. 

" Col. Roosevelt said, in j)art : 

" This is the third meeting I have 
been to in Cooper Union, and upon 
my word I think the eulhusiasm 
grows with each meeting. I am 
glad that to-night certain of those 
who need to have what is spoken 
interpreted to them are here, and 
to them I appeal, exactly as I ap- 
peal to all other citizens, to stand 
with us for honesty and for the 
eternal laws of human righteous- 
nees." 

The arrangements Tor the seating 
of tim deaf were looked afler i)rin- 
cipally Mr. D. F. Saum, formerly 
connected with the Ohio School for 
the deaf. 

Th'e League of Elect Surds were 
to nuiiet Saturday evening. The 
President, so he says, was on hatul, 
and all alone at that, for nary a 
membei turned up. After waiting 
ft few minutes, he adjourn- 
ed the me*'ting with the usual 
symposium (I am sure he did not 
say 'possum), after having fined 
every absentee twenty-live cents 
each. The minutes were also 
ordered read, the secretary was 
absent; the treasurer's report went 
over, the special committees were 
"mum," the Hoard's report was 
tabled — for, as I said, there was no 
one at the rooms but the presidi^jt, 
who had come to the meeting on a 
trolley car drawn by a bay mare 
and crossed town on a cable car 
drawn by a '-...l liorse instead of a 
white one. 

Friday evminK the Silent Wheel- 
men convened for probably the last 
time, to go over routine business of 
the club. It began ii tragedy, turn- 
ed into come<ly, and ended a farce. 
Fifteen members were pieseut, and 
President O'Brien, with dignity be- 
fitting the olTioo, onlled order, cau- 
tioning attention that a largo pile 
of business might he spee<lily dis- 
posed of and time allowed for the 
ele<;tion of new olTlcers. 'l^he min- 
utes were read in a jifTy, but when 
a communication was i)re,sent<id to 
the body, then the plalform trem- 
bled under the feet of half a dozen, 
Tlie communication was from one 
who was dropped for non-payment 
of du<*s, and in his letter, h<» reiter- 
ated his refusal to pay unless the 
club would kuncklu t/o him and 
promise him many sweet things that 
would delight a pawn broker. 
Ilair-splitting on (-usliing's Manual 
then lent sway, and finally it was 
ordcuMMl that the roll of members in 
good standing lie read. The result 
was a stamped for the treasurer's 
desk, and in the brief period of six 
mintites, tlie treasurer had written 
the r<»ceii»tsfor eigfit dollars. Mes- 
srs. I.iOiinsbury, Mtnnken and Alex- 
ander were appointed a nominating 



committee, and inside half an hour, 
the following officers were elected : 
President, I. N. Soper ; Vice-Presi- 
dent, M. Ileyman ; Secretary, S. 
Frankenhoim ; Treasurer, A. Capel- 
li ; Captain, C. J. Let'lercq ; Lieut- 
enant, K. A. Hodgson ; Second 
Lieutenant, T. F. Fox ; Color Hear- 
er, R. II. McVea.
